He pays face value for orange 
stamps, which are accepted at any 
of the city’s 1200 groceries for any 
products except liquor and icbacco. 
For each $1 worth of orange stamps 
he buys, the head of the family gets 
50 cents worth of blue stamps free 

These are good for food the gov- 
ernment has listed as “in surplus.’ 
At present this includes butter. egss. 
tlour, citrus fruits, corn meal and 
dried beans. The stamps are all in 
25 cent denominations. For frac- 
tions the grocer may give credit or 
tokens of his own selection, but no

SACRAMENTO, (lP)—Passage of 
the Yorty “Little Wagner Act” by 
the state assembly may be a hol- 
low victory for the administration 
forces of Gov. Culbert Olson, it was 
indicated today, when its slim four- + 
vote winning margin caused it to | 
be scheduled for reconsideration. 

The unexpected passage of the 
act patterned on lines- similar to 
those of the federal labor relations 
law by a vote of 41-37 pleased ad- 
ministration supporters, but Re- 
publican Assemblyman Charles W. 
Lyon moved for reconsideration and 
sought meanwhile to line up suf- 
ficient votes to defeat it. 

The Yorty bill is modeled after 
the national labor relations act and 
sets up a three-man board to ad- 
minister the act. The law declares 
the right of employes to organize 
and forbids any effort on the part 


of smployers to prevent organiza- 
tion. Collective bargaining agencies 
would have sole power to negotiate 
for all emploves in a _ particular 
plant.

NO PRIVATE PERSON HAS RIGHT TO ENFORCE 
MINIMUM FHA REQUIREMENTS IN BUILDING, 


PRODUCTION MANAGER WARNS 


At @ meeting in the northern Cal- 
ifornia district office of the Federal 
Housing Administration in San 
Francisco this week attended by 
FHA officials from Washington and 
presided over by D. C. McGinness, 
district director, and Douglas S. 
Manuel, production manager, warn- 
ing was issued to the public that no 
person, “be he a representative of a 
labor or employer organization, has 
the right to enforce the minimum 
construction requirements of the 
FHA in this area.” 

“This matter of enforcement is 
evclusively in the hands of FHA 
and their authorized representa- 
tives,” it was also stated. Comp- 


laints have been received lately that 
self - constituted ‘inspectors’ have 
been attempting to usurp this func- 


tion of FHA inspectors. 

Before a house is eligible for an 
FHA-Insured mortgage loan, plans 
must meet definite standards and 
requirements. When a new home is 
being constructed, periodic checks 
are made and the entire project is 
subject to FHA inspections by men 
trained for this purpose and who 
carry government credentials, local 
FHA officials warned. 

This protection is a safeguard to 
both the borrower’s investment and 
his physical comfort, FHA officials 
also pointed out at the meeting. It 
assures him, they state, a home that 
is suitably designed and structurally 
sound, built of good materials, pro- 
tected against shoddy workmanship,

Gov. Olson Addresses 
7,500 Pension Advocates 
Gathered At Capital 


SACRAMENTO, ‘lP) — Advocates 
of a new “stream-lined” $30-Every- 
Thursday pension plan believed to- 
day that they had revised their 
original proposal sufficiently to 
have it approved by California voi- 
ers at a special election. 

The new plan eliminates a num- 
ber of features which many groups 
criticized in the original ham-and- 
egg pension program, sponsors said, 
but retains its fundamental prin- 
ciples. 

Gov. Culbert L. Olson, in a speech 
before a cheering crowd of 17,500 
pension advocates here last night, 
announced that he could not ig- 
nore ‘“‘these petitions to me, signed 
by so large a proportion of the pop- 
ulation of our state.’ He said he 
had not decided upon a date for the 
election, but indicated that he would 
call it in August, as requested by 
leaders of the movement. 

Roy Owen and Willis Allen, who 
head the pension movement, ex- 
plained that in their revised pro- 
posal they had changed the age re- 
quirement from 60 to 50 years, and 
they eliminated a previous provision 
which aligned teachers and govern- 
mental employes against the ham- 
and-egg plan. 


NAVY TO CO-OPERATE 
WITH PRESS, FILMS 
AND RADIO 


WASHINGTON, (lP) — The navy 
moved to improve relations with the 
press, movies and broadcasters by 
designating an officer in each naval 
unit to handle public relations. 

Admiral C. C. Bloch, commander 
in chief of the fleet, made public a 
fleet letter which navy officers said 
was intended to “clarify” the rela- 
tionship between navy officers and 
newspapermen, press and newsreel 
photographers and _ broadcasting 
companies. 

The letter placed responsibility for 
press contacts on the commanding 
officer of each vessel or group of 
vessels but specified that the intel- 
ligence officer on the commander’s 
staff shall act as his representative.

“If farmers continue to cooperate 
with the county agricultural office. 
losses will be kept at a minimum.” 
the entomologist said. 

As yet there have been no great 
crop losses from the hoppers, he 
reported.
